the forthcoming trial — u needed — of 
Jason Strohl, 45, who headed the 
recently established society office in 
Santa Barbara covering the Tri-Counties 
area. 
The sheriff’s special investigation unit 
headed by Capt. George Bregante, 
which played a big part in the arrest and 
conviction 
of 
Raul 
Navarro, 
a 
supervisor’s chief aide; 
Guadalupe 
Police Chief Stanley Camp, and es- 
singer, ex-movie star and now ex­ 
political go-between Phil Regan, is in 
possession of tapes which will be offered 
in evidence in the move to convict 
Strohl. 
Deputy District Attorney Thomas 
Sneddon, who is becoming a specialist in 


bribery prosecutions, has been assigned 
to handle the Strohl case. 
Strohl was arrested Jan. 6 when the

It is the American 
way to react to such acts with increased 
firmness and determination.”

The letter continued: “ We do this with 
a clear conscience, as we know we have 
made the Union the best offer in the 
history of the company and that the 
Union members at Lompoc are the 
highest paid of all the plants of Johns- 
Manville. 


“ We ask those members of the union 
who are involved in these illegal acts to 
take pause and consider what they are 
doing to themselves and their families. 


“ Perpetration of acts of violence or 
vandalism will result in loss of their jobs 
and will be subjected to the full process 
of the law if caught.” 


The wives of members of Local 146 
today 
directed 
a 
letter 
at 
J-M 
management stating they are “ standing 
by our husbands. ” 


“ We feel that you as the company 
have been very selfish and insensitive 
toward your working men by locking 
them out because of these facts: 1. The 
union men were willing to work without 
a contract; 2. the union was negotiating 
in good faith, prior to the lockout; 3. the

maintained production at a 
normal level,” the letter stated.

Recession settles in for 
stay: economic boxscore 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - As the United States 
settled into the new year, so did the recession 
—apparently for an extended stay. 
Unemployment rose to a 13-year high. 
Businessmen trimmed planned expansions. 
Real pay —earnings measured in buying power 
—declined. 
There was a glimmer of price improvement. 
As recessions do, this recession was beginning 
to produce price cuts. Except for food, 
wholesale prices for unfinished goods were 
stabilizing. 
The gyrations of the economy, told in day-to- 
day government reports, can show an overall 
pattern if they are pulled together The current 
box score: 
Unemployment: 
The unemployment rate reached 7.1 per cent 
of a 92-million member civilian work force in 
December, the highest since May, 1961. The 
total number of unemployed rose by 560,000 in 
December, bringing the total of people unable to 
find work to 6.5 million 


Employment: 
In a growing population, both unemployment 
and total employment had been rising But the 
pattern broke in October, and in December total 
employment fell by 550,000 The number of 
employed civilians was 1.4 million below 
September’s high mark of 86 5 million.

Communists lay siege to river 
stronghold, menace lifeline 


PHNOM PENH (U PI) - 
Rebel forces have ringed a

Military sources said the 
siege of Neak Luong, 35 miles 
southeast of the Cambodian

Cosmonauts in second day aboard 
Salyut 4 space laboratory 


MOSCOW (U PI) — Two Soviet cosmonauts 
today spent their second working day aboard the 
Salyut 4 space laboratory reactivating its sys­ 
tems and checking scientific instruments, Tass 
said. 
The first-time cosmonauts, Lt. Col. Alexei 
Gubarev and civilian flight engineer Georgi 
Grechko, 43, boarded the orbiting Salyut Sunday 
from their Soyuz 17 spacecraft. 
Tass said today they "carried out operations 
in reactivating the station and checking its 
onboard systems and scientific instruments. 
"According to the crews reports and 
telemetered information, the cosmonauts feel 
well and all the onboard systems are 
functioning normally.” 
The spacemen ended their second working 
day at 10 a.m. Moscow time (2 a.m. EST), Tass 
said. 
During this period, the research vessel 
Academician Sergei Korolev in the Atlantic was 
monitoring its data and relaying information to 
the flight control center by satellite, Tass said. 
By noon (4 a m EST), Salyut had made 288 
orbits of the earth, 18 with the cosmonauts 
aboard 
"A strenuous working day lies ahead,” the 
official news agency Tass said after the 
spacemen conducted initial experiments, ate 
supper and went to sleep. 
The cosmonauts, both on their first trips in 
space, took off Saturday from the Baikonur 
Space Center in Central Asia and boarded the 
orbiting lab 33 hours later. 


"The cosmonauts accomplished the operation 
brilliantly,” Tass said in describing the docking. 
There was no indication how long the 
cosmonauts would stay aboard the space 
station, which was fired into orbit on Dec. 26. 
The cosmonauts marveled at their first 
encounter with space. 
"A fantastic sight,” Gubarev said as the 
Soyuz spaceship maneuvered the last 100 yards 
to a linkup with the Salyut lab. The rays of an 
orbital dawn bathed the white lab. 
Tass said the consmonauts performed the 
tricky docking out of radio contact with ground 
controllers. It said their radio went dead just 
before the linkup, but sprang to life again on the 
next orbit. 
"From the start, such an accurate aiming 
was achieved that the two participants in the 
rendezvous were only three to five kilometers 
apart,” Tass said. A kilometer is about five- 
eighths of a mile. 
It was the first successful Soviet docking 
since the Soyuz 14 spaceship linked up with the 
Salyut 3 laboratory last July on a 16-day space 
mission. 
A subsequent atttempt to link Soyuz 15 to 
Salyut 3 last August failed and the cosmonauts 
had to be brought down in a hazardous nighttime 
landing. 
Officials said the current flight is not 
connected with a planned space linkup next July 
between Soviet Soyuz and American Apollo 
spacecrafts. 


Terrorists in Paris bazooka attack 


PARIS (U PI) — Two men opened bazooka 
fire today at an E l A1 Israel airliner taxiing 
down a runway at Orly Field for takeoff with 147 
persons aboard. They missed the Israeli jet but 
hit a Yugoslav airliner that had just discharged 
its passengers. 
Orly airfield E l A1 office spokesman Bob 
Citroen said he had no doubt the rockets were 
aimed at the Israeli 707. He said the plane had 
just been refuelled and that if it had been hit 
none of the 136 passengers and 11 crew men 
would have survived. 
The two assailants cooly unwrapped the 
orange covering of the bazooka and quickly 
fired four rockets. One tore a hole through the 
fuselage of a Yugoslav Air Transport DC9 and 
exploded outside under a wing, injuring a 
Yugoslav steward and a French policeman 
standing guard. A Yugoslav hostess was treated 
for shock but none of the three was seriously 
hurt, police said. 
"The E l A1 plane has just refuelled fully for 
takeoff for New York, and if one of the shells hit 


и 


the tanks it would have blown up, killing not 
only all on board but even the ground crew," 
Citroen said. He said that there was no doubt in 
his mind that the attack was directed against 
his company’s plane. 
Police said they were still leaving open the 
ssibility the attackers wanted to destroy the 
ugoslav aircraft which was hit only minutes 
after 36 passengers who arrived from Zagreb 
had left the plane. 
Previously, political enemies of the Yugoslav 
regime have been involved in a number of plane 
hijacks, investigators said. 
Criminal Brigade Chief Pierre Ottavioli said 
"We cannot be absolutely certain as to which of 
the two planes the two men had tried to hit, 
since the E l A1 plane happened to be passing by” 
on its way for takeoff. 
Ottavioli said "We are sure of ons thing —the 
two men certainly belonged to a broader 
organization.” 
Various news agency offices in Paris received 
claims by anonymous telephone callers saying 


the attack had been carried out by pro 
Palestinian 
factions 
including 
the 
Black 
September organization 
reponsible for a 
number of plane attacks. 
Arab extremists have carried out at least six 
attacks against El A1 planes in recent years. 
And on Jan. 26, 1972 Croatian nationalists 
opposed to the Tito regime exploded a bomb 
aboard a Yugoslav plane, killing 26 of the 27 
persons aboard A hostess, Vesna Vulovic, 
survived when the tail section in which she was 
riding fell thousands of feet into a snow bank 
Police said that on the basis of reports by 
witnesses two men halted their car, rented in 
Southern France, on a car ramp overlooking the 
tarmac One of them stepped out with a bazooka 
wrapped in an orange-colored cover and rapidly 
fired our shells. 
One of the shells narrowly missed the El A1 
jet. One went through the YAT jet and exploded 
outside under the wing A third shell failed to 
explode and a fourth shell hit and damaged an 
airfield office which was empty at the time. 
Ford to answer job pleas 
in state of union message 
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WASHINGTON (U PI) - President Ford 
hopes to answer the questions of Peter Kimball 
and many other Americans this week in a State 
of the Union speech that is vitally important to 
the future of his administration. 
Kimball, a 22-year-old admissions clerk at 
George Washington University Hospital, was 
outside of St. John’s Episcopal Church Sunday. 
As Ford came out and entered his blue 
limousine, he hollered: "How about providing 
some jobs for the American people, Mr 
President? 
Ford gave no indication that he heard. "This 
church service is all very nice,” Kimball told 
reporters afterward, "but the President ought 
to be spending more time getting Americans 
back to work.” 


The problems of the economy and energy are 
central to the President's deliberations. He is 
working on final drafts of the State of the Union 
message, which he will present to Congress on 
Wednesday. 


Administration sources agree there will be 
some kind of tax cut —perhaps a one-time 10 per 
cent rebate on 1974 income taxes and a 
reduction worth $10 to $15 billion in 1975. 


Ford also is expected to propose increased 
taxes on imported and domestic oil to conserve 
energy and restore to the Treasury some of the 
revenues lost through the tax cut. Congress’ 
Joint Economic Committee has predicted huge 
deficits this year and next, even without a tax 
reduction.

U.S. says poor 


chief victims of 


food inflation 


WASHINGTON

New government estimates say 
the poor have been hit harder 
by food inflation than better-off 
consumers over the past year. 


An Agriculture Department 
report indicates, however, that 
the comparative gap may be 
narrowing. 


Department economists said 
the weekly cost of feeding a 
family of four on an "Economy 
Diet Plan” —the basis for 
calculating food stamp allot­ 
ments —was $36.30 in Novem­ 
ber, up $3.90 or 12 per cent from 
a year earlier. 


The cost of a "Liberal Plan” 
diet, however, was up 10.8 per 
cent from a year earlier. Foods 
in that plan, regarded as 
typical of foods served in four- 
person families with incomes 
of $15,000 and over, cost $69.80 
weekly in November, up $6.80 
from 1973. 


Hie new figures said that 
while the cheaper diet rose 
faster on a percentage basis 
when compared with a year 
earlier, the November cost of 
the Liberal Plan was up 0.9 per 
cent from October while foods 
in the cheaper Economy Diet 
rose 0.8 per cent. 


Today’s Agriculture Depart­ 
ment report estimated the 
weekly cost of food in a low- 
diet —for four-person families 
earning $6,000 to $9,000 a year 
—was $45.30 in November, 0.8 
per cent above October or 12 
per cent above 1973. 


Costs for a Moderate Diet 
Plan —considered typical for 
the $9,000 to $15,000 range - 
were $57.40 a week in Novem­ 
ber, 0.9 per cent above a month 
earlier and $5.70, or 11.1 per 
cent, above a year earlier.

Midwest rampage moves on to Southland 


United Press International 
An icy chill lingered over the nation’s snow-clogged midsection 
today as a raging winter storm which left more than a score of 
persons dead in a two-day Midwest rampage moved on to torment 
the Southland. 
Tornadoes raked Georgia and Florida, adding to the death toll. 
At least 29 persons died in the weekend one-two punch of 
blizzards and tornadoes. 
One twister roared through Panama City, Fla., ripping through 
a row of house trailers and homes and leaving a 1-week-old girl 
dead and three other persons injured. The funnel cloud damaged 
several house trailers and homes, downed power lines and over­ 
turned a two-ton truck 
Other tornadoes skipped across nine southwestern Georgia 
counties, injuring six persons and causing considerable damage 
The snowstorm which battered the Midwest during the 


weekend, piling up 10-foot snowdrifts swept across the South and 
the Ohio Valley Sunday and early today, dumping a five-inch 
blanket of snow from Texas to Mississippi and piling up eight to 
nine inches of snow in Kentucky and Tennessee. 
Snow swirled over the Appalachians early today and heavy snow 
warnings were posted for a 200-mile-wide area from Tennessee to 
southern Vermont. Travelers' warnings were posted from 
southern Indiana through most of Tennessee and for portions of 
Alabama, Mississippi and Louisiana. 
Schools in nearly one third of Kentucky s 12U counties were 
closed today because of Sunday's heavy snows Saylerville, 
Paintsvilie, Manchester, Quicksand and London, Ky., each 
reported 10 inches of new snow A number of main highways were 
closed because of jackkmfed or overturned trucks 
Three persons were killed Sunday when a single-engine private 
plane crashed near Paintsvilie, Ky., during a snowstorm The 


plane was en route from Augusta, Ga , to Springfield, Ohio. 
The bodies of two men were found in Iowa farm fields Sunday 
—victims of the wild storm and plummeting temperatures One 
died while apparently attempting to walk from his stranded car to 
a farmhouse near Lohrville The other was a snowmobiler who 
apparently became lost while helping stranded motorists and died 
of exposure Iowa’s toll of storm-related deaths stood at 10 
The bodies of a mother and her 7-year-old son were found near 
their snowmobile just outside of Willmar, Minn , bringing 
Minnesota's storm death toll to six 
Five storm-related deaths were reported in the Omaha, Neb . 
area and two were reported in Michigan 
The mercury plummeted to two above zero in Chicago early 
Sunday and brisk winds pushed the wind chill factor to around 35 
below zero. One man died of exposure His body was found lying 
on a near Southwest Side street.

Tv repair cheating probe 
Ziegler speaks out, decries Nixon treatment, exile 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
Federal 
Trade 
Commission 
took broken tv sets to repair 
shops in three states and 
discovered consumers have 20 
to 50 per cent chance of getting 
cheated on service and repairs. 
Most of the cheating, the FTC 
study said, involved 
charges

replacing one tube, but prices 
ranged from an average $20.76 
in New Orleans and $16.72 in 
San Francisco to $16.65 in 
Washington. 
“ Ten of the 20 repair firms in 
Washington and 10 of the 20 
repair firms in New Orleans 
claimed to have replaced parts 
or tubes which in reality did not 
need to be replaced,” the 
report 
said. 
“ Such 
fraud 
occurred four out of 20 times in 
the San Francisco tests .” 


H ow ever, 
the 
study 
concluded that most state laws 
to discourage cheating actually 
drove up repair costs because 
licensing regulations tended to 
reduce competition. 
The FTC studied three areas: 
Louisiana, which has a state 
licensing board dominated by 
industry 
members, 
and 
an 
apprenticeship program; Cali­ 
fornia, which has a registration 
board with industry members 
in a minority, and an agency 
which makes surprise inspec­ 
tions of shops; and Washington 
D. C., which has no regulation 
at all.

check system, where a shop is 
always subject to inspection by 
the state agency, held down 
incidence of fraud 
in San 
Francisco.

74 gambling take down 


CARSON CITY, Nev. (U PI) — Gamblers thronged Nevada's 
casinos as usual last year, but owners spent more money to get 
them there and their profits dropped 10 per cent. 
During the first part of 1974 casino owners turned off their lights 
to save energy and wondered if there would be enough gasoline for 
tourists to get in and out of Nevada. 
Yet with gambling, liquor, food, rooms and other business they 
took in $1.3 billion, up from $1.19 billion the previous year. 
But profits fell by 10 per cent at casinos along the Las Vegas 
‘‘strip,” in Reno, at Lake Tahoe and in Nevada’s rural com­ 
munities. 
James Noel, head of the economic research division of the State 
Gaming Commission, said that to ensure the tourist flow from 
California and other states, casinos plowed more money into 
promotion, free rooms, meals and drinks. 
“They had to buy more business,” he said 
Only the “ sawdust joints” of downtown Las Vegas continued to 
enjoy high profits. The downtown Las Vegas casinos are not as 
fancy nor do they offer the high-priced entertainment the “ strip” 
clubs do. 


"They must have a better control on their operating expenses,” 
Noel said. 


His figures show that profits of downtown Las Vegas casinos 
averaged 16.8 per cent last fiscal year compared with 8.7 per cent 
on the “ strip.” Downtown casinos spent an average 8.5 per cent of 
their budget on free rooms, drinks and meals, compared with 15 
percent on the “ strip ” 


Many gamblers in Nevada are abandoning dime slot machines 
for the higher paying, higher risk 25-cent and $1 machines 


The Nevada Gaming Control Board thinks the trend is because 
of hard economic times. The gamblers are apparently looking for 
higher profits. 


History project funding 


SACRAMENTO (U PI ) - The 
leader of the state Senate today 
introduced legislation to appro­ 
priate $198,000 for an oral 
history project covering the 
governorships of Goodwin J. 
Knight and Edmund G. “ Pat” 
Brown. 


The 
measure 
by 
Senate 
President Pro Tern James R. 
M ills, 
D-San 
Diego, an 
historian 
himself, 
would 
finance the project for the 
California archives with $66,000 
each year for three years. 


It would extend the state oral 
history project now 
being 
completed covering the late 
governor and Supreme Court 
Justice Earl Warren, from 1925 
to 1953. The latest project 
would span the years 1953 to 
1966. 


The oral 
history 
project 
consists of taped interviews 
with key figures during the era. 
Mills said transcripts of the 
interviews would be edited into 
chapters, footnoted, indexed 
illustrated and bound. 
Sets would be deposited in 
research libraries and the state 
archives. 
“ This history project will 
document the most significant 
legislative and political events 
and trends through oral inter­ 
views with key people speaking 
from diverse viewpoints,” said 
Mills, who taught history in the 
San Diego public schools. 
Knight, Republican governor 
from 1953 to 1959, died in 1970. 
Brown, the father of Califor­ 
nia’s present governor and now 
a 
Beverly 
Hills 
attorney, 
served from 1959 through 1966.

Ziegler who was closer to 
Nixon than any other assistant 


in 
the 
final 
days 
of 
his 
presidency and has been his 
chief aide since, gave his first 
lengthy, public interview to the 
Los Angeles Times. It was 
printed Sunday. 


Ziegler bitterly criticized the 
government for its treatment 
of 
N ixon, e s p e c ia lly 
financially, and the charges 
that Nixon escaped punishment 
for Watergate, while his top 
assistants face, or have already 
served, prison terms. 


“ He resigned in disgrace. He 
is certainly a beaten man,” 
Ziegler said. 
“ What severity of penalty

What more is wanted IT 
“ It’s

State legislators 
take on new budget 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) — State legislators began work today on 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr .’s $11.3 billion budget and took up the 
first of a slew of bills introduced during their first meeting in 
December. 
The Senate Rules Committee, chaired by Sen. Anthony 
Beilenson, D-Los Angeles, started the detailed examination of 
Brown's spending proposal with testimony from Legislative 
Analyst A. Alan Post. 
Post, the legislature's top fiscal adviser, last month warned 
lawmakers that government costs could run $200 million to $400 
million ahead of revenues by June. 
If the surplus is wiped out, he predicted the legislators and the 
governor would be forced to raise taxes in some form during 1976 - 
an election year. 
Brown’s first budget message to the legislature projected a 
shaky $574 million surplus, but cautioned that a worsening 
recession could eliminate “ much or all” of it. 
Beilenson and his counterpart in the lowerhouse, Assembly 
Ways and Means Committee Chairman John F. Foran, D-San 
Francisco, will lead lawmakers in considering the governor’s 
proposal. 
Both men have been involved in budget considerations in the 
past, but neither were in charge of the process before this year. 
In addition, both houses this week begin the first committee 
hearings of the new session by taking up bills that were introduced 
during a brief organizational session in December and have 
completed the required 30-day waiting period. 
Chief among them will be a measure introduced by Assem­ 
blyman John Vasconcellos, D-San Jose, to halt construction of the 
new governor’s mansion as the structure tapes shape on an 11- 
acre site above the American River. 
The Assembly Governmental Organization Committee was 
expected to take up the bill Tuesday to hear Vasconcellos’ 
argument that the project is inappropriate for the difficult times 
facing California. 
The state has estimated the construction project already has 
consumed $421,000 and that restoration of the site to its original 
state would eat up more of the $1.3 million budgeted for the 
residence. 
Among the other measures to go before committee this week 
are bills allowing 18-year-olds to legally drink alcoholic 
beverages, limit gas and oil depletion allowances, and set up an 
occupational education and training grant program. 


Snowed-in family 
huddle in car, survive 


FERGUS FALLS, Minn. (U PI) — A peanut butter sandwich, an 
apple, two cold slices of pizza and some Gospel tunes were all the 
Sundberg family had to sustain them during their 34-hour wait for 
rescue from a stalled car. 
The Midwest blizzard sent temperatures plummeting to below 
zero Friday night, and the car containing Bruce Sundberg, hi6 wife 
and two children and a family friend, stalled just north of Fergus 
Falls on Interstate 94. 
Snowplow crews discovered the car and took the Fargo, N.D., 
residents to a motel to rest. 
“ We prayed very hard for God to tell us what to do,” Sundberg 
said. He said the family sang Gospel tunes to keep up morale. 
“ Friday night we were a little shook and by Saturday we 
solidified our faith,” he said. “ My wife, Anne, never doubted for a 
minute. I wondered a little bit, especially when the gasoline ran 
out. Chris (age 5) never got shook. He’s real strong, really an 
inspiration to us.” 
Sundberg said they thought about going for help, but heard a 
radio announcer advise persons in disabled cars to stay put and 
wait for rescue. 
The family had five blankets and a sleeping bag with them for a 
weekend trip to a religious camp at Greenville, Iowa. The 
children, Chris and Jennifer, 3, slept with him in the bag.

NEW ORLEANS UPI - All season long Pittsburgh 
Steeler coach Chuck Noll has had a standard reply when 
asked what his team would do to win; “ Whatever it takes.” 
Sunday, at chilly and wind-blown Tulane Stadium, it took 
stifling defense combined with just enough offense to give 
the Steelers their first Super Bowl championship with a 16-6 
victory over the Minnesota Vikings 
" I’m really proud of this football team,” Noll said “ We 
came in with the idea of getting the job done and let nothing 
stand in our way. It's especially fitting that in a 
championship game our defense shut out the champions of 
the National Football Conference I can't think of anything 
more fitting 
“ I think that our front four won the game, they were just 
outstanding,'' said Pittsburgh linebacker Jack Ham, who 
along with each of his teammates earned $15,000 for the win 
while the Vikings got $7,500 each. 
The front four of Joe Greene, Ernie Holmes, L. C. 
Greenwood and Dwight White, which averages just 26 years 
of age, in addition to stopping the Vikings’ running attack, 
also harassed quarterback Fran Tarkenton. They blocked 
four of his passes, intercepted another and pounced on him 


in the end zone for a safety after a fumbled handoff for the 
only scoring in a defense-dominated first half 
White was hospitalized for most of last week with a viral 
infection and missed all six Pittsburgh workouts here but 
was determined to not only plav but also to start 
White is a good indication of the attitude of this team,” 
Noll said

After Rocky Bleier was stopped for no gain, Harris 


scooted the left side for 24 yards. He was thrown for a three 
yard loss on the next play but then got the ball again and 
rambled around the left side for the touchdown. 
"I had a head cold, but, you know, you can’t let a cold stop 
you,” said Harris who was voted the game's most valuable 
player and will receive an automobile for his efforts. "They 
say there’s no cure for a cold, so I wasn’t looking for one.” 
Harris’ touchdown increased the Steelers’ lead to 9-0 but 
the Vikings, who entered the game as 34-point underdogs, 
kept their fans' betting hopes alive when Terry Brown 
recovered a blocked Pittsburgh punt in the end zone to 
account for Minnesota's only points Fred Cox missed on the 
extra point attempt when his kick struck the left upright and 
bounced back. 
There was still a little over 10 minutes left to play but the 
Steelers came right back and marched 66 yards in 12 plays 
for the deciding touchdown that came on a four-yard pass 
from Terry Bradshaw to Larry Brown The big play of the 
drive was a 30-yard pass from Bradshaw to Brown on which 
the Steeler tight end apparently fumbled the ball away to a 
Viking after getting hit. However, the officials ruled the 
play was dead before the fumble 


"From our vantage point, Brown had not reached the 
ground when the ball came loose,” said Viking Coach Bud 
Grant who became the first coach to lose three Super Bowl 
games "Our bench reacted immediately —there wasn't any 
question in their mind it was a fumble. 
"The official who called it was across the field and behind 
him and the official who ruled it our ball was in front of the 
play. When they didn’t give it to us, it became a very big 
play -bigger than any we could make.” 
"It wasn't a very good football game,” Grant continued. 
“ There were enough chances for both teams to win a 
number of times with all the penalties, interceptions and 
official fumbles ” 
The victory represented the supreme moment in the 
career of Steeler owner Art Rooney who never before in the 
42-year history of the club had won a National Football 
League championship. 
"Today’s win made all the other years worth it,” said 
Rooney who will celebrate his 74th birthday Jan 27. “ I felt 
before the season started we could win it The players felt 
that way and they made me feel that way, too I'm so happy 
for the ballplayers, coaches and fans.”

Conqs beat Saints again

The banner headline screams: "Super Cabrillo Five Stops 
Saints ” 
The newsprint is yellow and brittle, the pictures are 
faded. It’s a page out of the Lompoc Record, January 21, 
1967 
Below the headline and pictures, the story explains how 
the Conqs upset the Santa Maria Saints 65-57; how Cabrillo 
guard Rick Trenner held the Saints' all-CIF guard Bobby 
White to three points in the first half; how Conq center Fred 
Manzo scored 19 points and grabbed 17 rebounds. 
It was the first-ever basketball win over Santa Maria for 
the Conqs, the kids from the two-year-old school on the hill. 
The celebration over that win might have been more 
subdued had Cabrillo fans known it would take eight years to 
win another game from Santa Maria. 
The near-decade-long drought ended Friday night when 
Cabrillo dumped the Saints 89-63 in the Northern League 
opener. 
The victory extended Cabnllo’s current win streak to 
seven and extended Santa Maria’s current losing streak to 
five 
The win also showed any skeptics that the Conqs can win 
not only for-fun games m places like Hawaii and Santa Ynez, 
but for-real games in the Northern League. 
"We kept hearing things right up until gametime Friday,” 
said Conq coach Harry Santos. "Things like, ‘OK, so you’re 
12-2 
in pre-league What can you do in the Northern 
League?’ 
"It was almost a ‘must’ win for us in terms of convincing 
the kids that we can play in this league.” 
The Conqs may still have harbored doubts during the first 
quarter when the Saints jumped out to leads of 12-4 and 18- 
10. It wasn’t until midway through the second quarter that 


the Conqs began snapping off accurate passes and 
occasionally hitting open shots They finally scored 10 
unanswered points to take the lead 
Mandy Simmons, the guy the Conqs count on to supply the 
juice, finally turned it on in the second half, after scoring 
just four points m the first half and picking up three 
personals 
The 5-6 Simmons started pumping from outside in the 
third quarter and scored nine quick points He added four 
more to start the fourth quarter and the Conqs proceeded to 
run the Saints off the floor 
“ He felt he wasn’t shooting well in the first half, so he 
didn’t shoot much,” explained Santos. "In the second half 
he just decided it was time to take more of the offensive 
load on his own shoulders ” 
Mandy handed out eight assists, bringing his season total 
to 84, and scored 19 points despite missing five free throws 
Daryl Stinnett and Ed Martin nabbed 10 rebounds each as 
the Conqs outrebounded Santa Maria 41-22 
And the 
annoying Cabrillo defense forced the Saints into 25 
turnovers, to 16 for the Conqs. 
It was not a pleasant night for Saint coach Kermit Young, 
who had a long post-game chat with his players before 
fielding questions from the press 
"We made them (the Conqs i look like the Boston Celtics,” 
growled Young “ They're not 28 points better than us We 
went completely away from our game plan We wanted to 
control the tempo of the game, but once we got the lead we 
forgot all about how we wanted to play. We don’t want to 
play racehorse basketball with Cabrillo 
They play 
racehorse, playground basketball We can’t play that way.” 
Five Conqs scored in double figures, including Carlton 
Roberts and sub Kirk Dalton, who got 10 fast ones coming 
off the bench in the fourth quarter.

BUENOS AIRES (U PI) — Brazil’s Emmerson Fittipaldi, reassured that his 
brother Wilson had emerged unhurt from a fiery crash, roared to victory 
Sunday in the Argentine Grand Prix, opening race of the 1975 Formula One 
season. 
Fittipaldi shoved his McLaren M23 into the lead on the 35th lap of the 53-lap 
race at the Buenos Aires Autodrome when Britain’s James Hunt spun out in 
his Hesketh S308 on a curve. 
The Brazilian kept a tight grip on the lead for the rest of the race, finishing 
nearly six seconds in front of Hunt, who was followed by Argentina’s Carlos 
Reutemann, the wildly-cheered local favorite, in a Brabham BT44. 
Fittipaldi, Formula one world champion in 1972 and 1974, averaged 118.525 
miles per hour around the 5,968-meter track.

WASHINGTON - (NEAi - When the 
notice of Jack 
Benny’s death 
was 
bulletined to the nation, I was motoring 
on the New Jersey Turnpike I had been 
driving for hours and as is my curse 
during such periods, I was endlessly 
turning the radio dial for something 
besides drivel, but to no avail. The end 
of 
Benny, 
the 
radio 
giant, 
not 
surprisingly was announced right after a 
“ tune by something called Elton John 
and before another by, yechh, Three Dog 
Night. 
The occasion served 
to remind, this time 
with irony, the depths 
to which the once fine 
medium of radio has 
sunk 
Stations which 
f o r m e r l y 
j o y e d 
America 
with 
the 
presence of a Jack 
Benny now broadcast 
nothing 
more 
than 
background music to 
pass the hours. 
Music, news and sports istwhat they call 
it Gad, it’s double awful. Windshield 
wipers offer more entertainment to the 
traveling listener. 
This is not, understand, a complaint of 
nostalgia The good old days of radio had 
Benny 
but 
they 
also had Captain 
Midnight, hokey quiz shows (“ College of 
Musical Knowledge"), Spike Jones and 
His City Slickers, and dreary daytime 
drama 
(“ Backstage 
W ife") 
that 
polluted the living room Even that was 
preferable to today's fiddledefump, but 
only by a bit The principal reasons 
many remember it fondly is that they no 
longer have to listen to it 
Nor do I forget here, grumping, that 
far from succumbing to the illness 
which its programming symptomizes, 
modem commercial radio is in large 
part disgustingly healthy. In Benny’s 
time (1940) there were 847 radio stations 
in 
America. 
Today, 
according 
to 
National Association of Broadcasters 
figures, there are 7,738 NAB adds there 
are 353 million receiving sets in use in 
the nation and 
that manufacturers 
regularly sell 55 million more annually. 
“ We’ve never had it so good," says an 
NABer, “ There probably isn't a family 
in the nation without a radio — most 
have four and five or even more.” 
Yet, given the successes, and the truth 
that radio has, from its beginning, been 
topheavy with yawns, the gripe today is 
that it has almost totally abandoned the 
search for fulfilling its potential. Early 
soap operas, after all, were the first step 
toward adequate drama for the m asses. 
And 
even 
Spike 
Jones 
was 
an 
e x p e r i m e n t e r 
of 
s o r t s 
( hi s 
orchestrations included tin cans, Bronx 
cheers and off-wing technicians who 
burped on key). But music, news and 
sports? There is no sign this format 
leads to anything but more music, news 
and sports. 
True, there have been a few recent 
radio 
innovations, 
foremost 
among 
which 
the 
National 
Public 
Radio 
Network. This effort, funded by various 
public and private grants, offers 40 
hours of sophisticated programming a 
week to some 170 stations in 48 states 
Its publicist, Jim Barrett, says the 
network is “ information oriented," and 
its daily 5 to 6:30 p m news program, 
“ All Things Considered," is easily the 
finest communications format on the 
air. NPR was the only radio network to 
cover the Senate Watergate hearings 
from first to last and the only network 
to attend last autumn's world food 
conference. "It’s no cut and paste 
thing," Barrett says. “ We work at our 
reporting.” 
So far, however, after three years of 
existence, NPR’s work has gone mostly 
unnoticed. Only about three million 
listen 
to the network’s syndication 
regularly It’s notoriety beyond that is 
nil. 
Despite 
innovations, 
network 
survival is a worrisome thing. 
The passing of NPR energies, or the 
failure 
of 
others 
to 
copy 
its 
progressiveness, would be sad — if not 
for commercial radio, then at least for 
public America. For the times have 
never begged so necessarily for wide 
and meaningful communications as they 
do now Three Dog Night may serve 
some need (though I can’t imagine 
what), but even so, there is today the 
greater interest It was, interestingly, 
radio’s Jack Benny who helped the 
nation cope with some of its past 
miseries. We can’t call him back now, 
nor would he suffice, but his medium is 
still available — if only it had the will.
